“Under the present arrangement. 
Great Britain is receiving more 
from the continent than she is pay- 
ing to us. It is beside the mark to 
discuss the burden on the British 
taxpayer because he does not con- 
tribyte 1 cent to what is paid us.” 
Robinson pointed out. that Brit. 
ain’s depreciated currency had tak- 
en trade away from the United 
States. 

“By going off the gold standard,” 
Reed replied, “Great Britain has 
hurt our trade substantially, By 
doing that she has made an invisi- 
ble cut in the wages of her people 
hy 30 per cent.

Reed said the debts should not 
be reduced or forgiven, because the 
United States had already been 
generous and should not be asked 
to go further.

“I can see circumstances arising,

the debts. A very practical ques- 
tion is, or may be, involved. That 
is, whether it will be to the ad- 
vatitage of this country to readjust 
the Khuropean indebtedness or rath- 
er to insist ypon the pound of 
flesh, 

“I¢ circumstances present them- 
selves, what are you going to do 
about it?

“T am convinced that President

modified Glass banking revision 
measure carrying provision for a 
liquidating corporation to speed 
payments to depositors in closed 
banks was introduced today with 
the approval of a Senate Banking 


subcommittee. 

Senator Glass (Dem,), Virginia, 
sponsor of the legislation, intro- 
duced it ‘on behalf of the subcom- 
mittee and it was promptly referred 
back to the whole Banking Com- 
mittee for approval. 

The bill contains far-reaching 
provisions tightening up the na- 
tional banking system against spec- 
ulators, curbing chain banking and 
banking affiliate corporations, and 
removes the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury from the Federal - Reserve 
Board, of which he is now an ex- 
officio member. 

The liquidating corporation 
would have at ita disposal $1,000,- 
000,000 for getting payments to 
depositors of closed banking insti- 
tutions. Of this sum, the Govern. 
ment would originally appropriate 
$200,000,000, The corporation could 
issue debentures up to four times 
the amount of this capital, 

Aid for Specylators Barred. 

The measures specifically pro- 
hipit the use of Federal facilities 
by member banks “for the purpose 
of m@eking or carrying loans cover- 
ing investments, or facilitating the 
carrying of, or trading in, stocks, 
bonds or other investments securi- 
ties other than obligations of the 
Government of the United Stateg.’’ 

Each Federal Reserve Bank 
would be directed to keep itself in- 
formed Of the loan and investment 
practices of its member banks. The 
Federal Reserve Board would be 
empowered to suspend for one year 
any member bank. from the use of 
its facilities, on violation of this 
law. 

A member bank woyld be pro- 
hibited from 4 voting privilege if 
a majority of its stock is held or 
owned by any affiliate. 

The legislation is a modification 
of the original Glass bill intro- 
duced eariier in the segsion. It 
contains some of the language of 
a plan offered by Senator Thomas 
(Rep.), Idaho, for paying deposi. 
tors in closed banks. 

The Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration now has $200,000,000 
available for this same work. 

An Intermediate Penalty. - 

In a statement, Glass said the 
bill would impose an intermediate 
penalty for banks that persistentiy 
do an illicit business. At present 
the only penalty is @ revocation of 
charter, “a punishment regarded as 
60 severe that the Comptroller's 
office is always reluctant to apply 
it.” Under the new provision, the 
Comptroller, the Governoor of the 
Federal Reserve Board and the 
Federal Reserve agent in a given 
district “constitute a committee to 
take evidence in the case of bank 
officials offending against the law, 
which board is authorized after a 
full hearing to dismiss the offend- 
ing bank official,”’ 

While Wranch banking would be 
allowed by national banks, this 
would be restricted to banks of 
more than $500,000 capital.

In the interests of science, the 
blast was carefully timed and set 
off at a radio signal from the 
United States Naval Observatory at 
Annapolis, Md. 

The blasted area was a mile 
long and 200 feet wide. The dyna- 
mite was divided into 5000 charges 
and set off simultaneously by seven 
miles of TNT fuse. The purpose 
was to dislodge a year’s supply of

IS INSOLVENT, 
ACTION ALEGES 


New York Insurance Com- 
missioner Declares Its 
Debts Exceed Its Assets 
by $500,000.

4 NEW YORE. Murch 17.—<Alleg- 
ing the Southern Surety Co. of New 
York is insolvent ‘by more than 
$500,000, Insurance Superintendent 
George S. Van Schaick filed an ap- 
plication in the Supreme Court yes- 
terday to take over its affairs. 
Southern Surety Co., which was 
originally an Iowa corporation, for- 
merly had its general offices in the 
Paul Brown Building in St. Louis. 

On the application, Justice Glen- 
non issued an order to the com- 
pany to appear Tuesday to show 
cause why it shduld not be taken 
over by the State, and why its 
charter should not be annulled. 

An examination report filed with 
the Superintendent’s application 
bases the charge of insolvency on 
a check of the company’s books 
said to have been made on Dec. 31. 
In the report assets are listed at 
$5,396,918, and liabilities at $5,- 
951,571, an excess in insolvency of 
$554,653. 

In addition, it is stated, there is 
no provision for capital stock lia- 
bility of $750,000, so that there is a 
total deficiency of $1,304,653, 
Among liabilities listed in the 
report are $1,880,172 \in unpaid 
claims and losses, $1,777,428. in 
special reserves for Hability claims, 
$1,480,544 in reserves for work- 
men’s compensation dlaims, and 
$663,983 in unearned premiums. 
Assets include securities listed at 
$2,939,741, and premiums in 
course of coHection totaling $882,- 
382.

FARGO, N. D., March 17.—Re- 
publican North Dakota set a new 
record for Democratic ballots in 
Tuesday's primary election and ex- 
pressed preference for Gov. Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt of New York as 
the Democratic presidential choice. 
How thousands surged into the 
Democratic primary to vote in the 
contest between Gov. Roosevelt 
and Gov. William H. Murray of 
Oklahoma, was told as returns were 
compiled from more than half the 
State early today. 
"© Bigures from 1456 of 2235 rre- 
cincts showed that more than 67,- 
000 Democratic ballots had been 
cast with prospects that complete 
returns would bring the total to 
around 70,000. The previous high 
vote of the Democrats in such a 
primary was in 1924, when 13,113 
were registered. The vote was be- 
lieved by some politicians to. be 
due in part to a general lack of 
interest in the Republican con- 


test, where only Dr. J. 1. Frante 
of Maryland, and Jacob 8. Coxey, 
Ohio, competed for the preference 
vote, Dr. France won.

An old man absorbed in “The 
Last of the Mohicans” laid aside 
his book as the strains of a waltz 
came from the radio but picked it 


the dial and got a livelier tune, One 
of the men stepped to the front 
and did a tap dance in tfifre to the 
music with an agility reminiscent 
of days when he was in “the two- 
a-day” during the heyday of vau- 
deville.

WASHINGTON, March 17.—The 
Moore joint resolution to restrict 
all immigration quotas to 10 per 
cent of their present number, ang 
to place the countries of the West¢ 
ern Hemispheye on a quota basis, 
with restriction to 10 per cent of 
visas issued durjng the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1930, was reported - 
favorably today by the House Im- 
migration Committee. 4 The resolu- 
tion would provide that the mini- 
mum quota of any country should 
be 100, 

The countries which would be 
placed on the quota basis include 
the Dominion of Canada, New- 
foundland, Mexico, Cuba, Haiti, 
the Dominican Republic, the Canal

Central or South America, July 1, 


,} 1932, would be set as the date for 


termination of immigration visas on 
the nonquota basis. * 

The Secretary of Labor would be 
given authority under the measure 
to admit persons specially skilled 
in some art or craft. who might be 
needed in this country.

American citizens.

Russians Plan to, Provide Daily 
Concerts in Many Branches 
of Industry.

MOSCOW, March 17. — Music 


while they work soon may become 
a part of the daily routine of labor- 
ers in many. branches of Soviet in- 
dustry, for psychologists here* have 
concluded that it not only has 
charms, but also has the power to 
increase productivity. | 

Experiments conducted by the 
Council‘of Labor and Defense with 
concerts both during working hours 
and at rest periods have produecd 
such satisfactory results that plans 
are being made for widespread ten- 
tative adoption of the’ practice for 
| further trial. 

The first tests, under direction of 

Dr. D. V. Babinovitch, were made 
in a factory for the manufacture 
of tinware and a clothing factory 
in. Moscow, producing startling in- 
creases in the amount of work 
turned out. This was ascribed both 
to a reduction in lassitude and a 
spur to the individual’s “dynamic 
force” induced by the rhythm of 
the music. 
A repertory of classics and So- 
viet compositions was played by a 
band in the metal sawing depart- 
ment of the tin factory while work 
was in progress. Production 
showed a 20 per cent increase dur- 
ing the 10-minute period of music 
compared to a similar period with- 
out it. 


“Music draws me alone,” was 


‘the explanation of one veteran tin- 


smith. 


periment was conducted during the 
luncheon period, of which 25 min- 
utes was devoted to music, both 
vocal and instrumental, and 15 
minutes to eating. Here the aver- 
age productivity of labor increased 
15 per cent, and for some individ- 
uals the increase was as high as 
35 per cent, 

This concert was divided into two 
parts, and six kinds of music were 
tried—vocal with instrumental ac- 
companiment, chorus, symphony 
orchestra, accordion trio, band and 
vocal. 

The first part was given over to 
the more melancholy airs of Bach, 
Gluck and Rimsky-Korsakoff, com- 
bined with Russian peasant songs, 
intended to soothe the workers men- 
tally and physically. The second 
consisted of martial or semimar- 
tial tunes of Soveit and other com- 
posers, designed to awake lagging 
energy in the hearers as well as 
more  self-assurance, more class 
pride so as to prepare them to re- 
turn to work. 

Popular music, such as fox trots 
and gypsy songs, is frowned on in 
the workers and peasants’ republic 
as too bourgeois, and was not used.

MOSCOW, March = 17.—*"“Mag- 
netogorsk is producing pig iron.” 

With these words William A. 
Haven, vice president of Arthur 
G. McKee and Co., Cleveland, O., 
engineering firm, yesterday 
summed up his final report to the 
Soviet Government after complet- 
ing a contract for the construc- 
tion of the great Asiatic steel cap- 
ital, 

“The blowing in recently of blast 
furnace No. 1 Ssignalized what is 
probably thé most important ac-! 
complishment in the metallurgical 
field of the Soviet industrialization 
program,” Haven’s report said. 

“Other divisions of the Magne- 


togorsk project have been operating 


for months, but the production of 
pig iron is conclusive evidence that 
the planning and construction work 
of the last two years has been 
properly and _ successfully  per- 
formed.”’ ) 
The engineer said that while the 
present output of the furnace is 
500 tons daily and it will not reach 
its capacity of.1000 tons until the 
Russians are more experienced, the 
“initial operation of the furnace is 
satisfactory and gratifying.” 
“Starting such a large plant, de- 
signed by foreigners and equipped 
almost entirely with foreign ma- 
chinery, without the aid of a for- 
eign operating personnel probably 
sets a precedent in Soviet indus- 
trial practice,” he continued. 
“Such a procedure is not with- 
out cost. Some minor accidents 
and delays occurred and will con- 
tinue until the Russian operators 
have learned by experience what 
they might have learned by pre- 
cept, but starting a new blast. fur- 
nace without any mishaps. would 
be. exceptional even in America. 
“Furnace No. 2 is in the final 
stage of completion and can be 
started early in the spring. These 
two units alone should be capable 
of producing 2000 tons of pig iron 
daily, which would increase the 
output of the Soviet Union 15 per 
cent. Raw materials are _ proving 
even better than had‘ been expect- 


d. . 
“Considering the inexperience of 
Russians in construction work of 
this type, the magnitude of the 
work accomplished. ,at Magneto- 
gorsk is astonishing if the isolated 
location and the extreme climatic 
conditions are kept in mind.” 

Equipment to produce 4,000,000 
tons of steel annually is contem- 
plated for the Magnetogorsk plant, 
for which a city to accommodate 
200,000 persons is being erected 
where two years ago there was an 
empty steppe.

—Arthur Abbott, British Consul- 
General, is investigating a trapper's 
story that indicates Col. P. H. Faw- 
cett, explorer, missing seven years 
and long given up as dead, may 
still be alive. 


of long jungle experience, says he 
saw the white man thought to be 
Fawcett on Oct. 18 of last year. 
Rattin said he talked to a white 
man with a heavy beard, clothed in 
animal skins near a_ mountain 
range’ he identified as the Serra 
Moarena, 500 miles farther into the 
jungle from Dead Horse Camp, 
last stronghold of civilization in 
Brazil. 

The spot was between‘the Tapa- 
jos and Madeira Rivers, which are 
about 300 miles apart, but Rattin 
said he could back-track through 
the jungle to prove his tale. He 
said he thought the man was being 
held as hostage by Indians. 

Rattin raid the man asked him 
to communicate with Sir Ralph 
Spencer Paget, British Ambassador 
to Brazil: and for an unexpiained 
reason Abbott said this was the 
most convincing part of the 
trapper’s story. 

Rattin said he was convinced it 
was Fawcett he talked to because 
the man was wearing four rings, a 
practice of the missing explorer. 
The .nan asked him to tell the 
British Ambasador that he was 
well but unable to get away. He 
said his son, Jac’, an. a friend, 
Raleigh Rimmell, the young En- 
glishman, and the only two white 
men who accompanied him, were 
dead. 

Col. Fawcett long held the theory 
that the Brazilian jungles held the 
secret of a great civilization of 
white men that was perhaps 10,000 
years old. On previous expedi- 
tions he iad investigated his theory 
far enough to advance it to the 
world. He believed this supposed 
civilization far antedated the cul- 
tures of Egypt and the Euphrates 
Valley. He said he hoped to find 
an ancient seat of this civiliza- 
tion to the south of the watershed 
of the Amazon, between the Xingu 
and the Ta»ajos Rivers—a country 
comprising about 2,000,000 square 
miles. \ 


TWO KILLED IN STRIKE 
OVER POLISH DICTATORSHIP 


Several Others Injured in Demon- 
stration in Various Cities; 
Many Arrested,

WARSAW, Poland, March 17.— 


Two persons were killed yesterday 
any many injured in disorders at- 
tending a general strike of some 
26,000 workers throughout Poland. 
Labor unions proclaimed the walk- 
out in protest against labor bills 
recently passed by the Sejm, de- 
scribed a setting up of a virtual 
dictatorship. 

Although Warsaw was not seri- 
ously affected, various points in the 
provinces had disturbances. News- 
papers were suppressed at Kra- 
kow, and when police there for- 
cibly dispersed a demonstration 
fone was slain, one injuréd, and 
120 arrested. One was shot to 
death and three were wounded 
when police fired into demonstra- 
tors at Zywiec who attempted to 
attack the local administration. 
Some 20,000 men struck at Lodz. 

A Socialist newspaper was sup- 
pressed and several radicals round- 
ed up here: Public meetings were 
barred. 


HIGHER TARIFFS ON ALL GRAIN 
PROPOSED IN FRENCH SENATE

PARIS, March 17.—The Agricul- 
tural Committee of the Senate has 
decided to suggest higher tariffs 
on rye, barley, oats and corn on 
the theory that a wheat policy can- 
not be sustained unless supported 
by protection of other cereals. 

The committee will request the 
Government first to impose a quota 
restriction on the importation of 
corn. Next, the committee would 
raise the tariff on rye,.barley and 
oats to 45 francs a hectogram 
(about 60 cents a bushel) and on 
‘corr to 40 francs a hectogram 
(about 60 cents a bushel). Cen- 
tral European corn in certain cases 
would, be accepted and the tariff 
on it would be about 16 francs and 
80 centimes, or 20 cents a bushel.

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RAIDS ON HITLER 
CENTERS FOLLOW 
REPORT OF PLOT 


Nazis Preparing for Civil 
War, Prussian Govern- 
ment Announces, in Ex- 
plaining Its Action. 


By the Associated. Press. 

BERLIN, March 17.—The Prus- 
sian Government accepted a chal- 
lenge of the forces of Adolf Hitler 
today, ordering raids on ational 
Socialist headquarters throughout 
the state after disclosures purport- 
ing to reveal Nazi plans for a vir- 
tual civil war. 

Backing up its action, the Min- 
istry of Interior issued a statement 
in which it said its investigation 
showed that the Nazis’ signal for a 
march upon the big cities in their 
neighborhoods was to be the mes- 
sage, “Grandmother dead.” 

The statement said the Hitlerites 
were ready fora march on Berlin 
at the time of the presidential elec- 
tion last Sunday and that all de- 
tails had been planned, such as ar- 
rangements for transportation and 
provisions. 

“These preparations were made,” 
the ministry’s statement said, “un- 
der the guise of putting down Com- 
munist revolts, but in reality they 
were preparations for civil war.”’ 

The statement ended by saying 
that the Prussian Government 
would no longer tolerate the mo- 
bilization of an army like Hitler's 
storm troops. 

The raids throughout Prussia 
were under the direction of-Karl 
Severing, Minister of Interior. 

A report was current that they 
would be extended also to other 
parts of the Reich, ° 

Prussian officials said they had 
knowledge of plans, maps and mo- 
bilization orders of Hitler’s storm 
troops, reported to be 500,000 
strong,. including automobile and 
motor cycle detachments. 

The grandmother message, offi- 
cials said, was found attached to a 
map which purported to show the 
method of relaying it to mobilizing 
points throughout the Reich. They 
said the Hitlerites apparently 
planned to march on the larger 
cities and assist police in maintain- 
ing order in the event of Hitler’s 
election on the first ballot, but 
the Prussian Minister said they 
Ww: +s prepared to seize power in the 
event of interference. 

German political police and espi- 
onage. forces, it is learned, have 
been working quietly on the case 
and recently uncovered stores of 
arms and ammunition which they 
said were Nazi property. 

The vigorous measures adopted 
by Severing which apparently were 
carried out with the cognizance of 
officials of the Reich, were 
thought in authoritative circles to 
have prevented any possibility of 
further trouble. 

Throughout Prussia from Koe- 
nigsberg te Cologne police seized 
all the correspondence they found 
in the Nazi headquarters, and took 
it under heavy guard to Police 
Headquarters for examination. 

There were rajfds in Cologne, 
Berlin, Hamburg, Koenigsberg, 
Aachen, Duesseldorf, Frankfort- 
on-Main and many smaller places. 

The Hitler headquarters in Mu- 
nich said the raids were a political 
gesture and announced that all

culated to foster artificial panic in 
the population.” 

President von Hindenburg issued 
a decree today proclaiming a polit- 
ical truce over Easter from March 
20 to April 3, similar to that im- 
posed last Christmas.

MEMBERS CHEER 
LLOYD GEORGE ON 
RETURN 10 HOUSE 


Present Government as a

LONDON, March 17. — David 
Lioyd George, Liberal leader, who 
became ill before the general elec- 
tion campaign last year and has 
been convalescing ever since, made 
his first appearance in the new 


Parliament this afternoon. He en- 
tered unobtrusively from. behind 
the speaker’s chair but whem the 
house caught sight of him there 
were general cheers. 


After signing the rol: and shak- 
ing hands with the speaker, Lloyd 
George turned about and in a nar- 
row passageway came face to face 
with Sir Herbert Samuel, his for- 
mer lieutenant who deserted him 
to join the protectionist National 
Government. 
The veteran Liberal leader made 
the best of this enforced meeting 
with a man whose political course, 
he had roundly berated yesterday 
in a speech before the Junior Lib- 
eral club. Smiling broadly, he 
seized Sir Herbert’s hand and 
shook it in the most friendly fash- 
ion. Sir Herbert,. somewhat em- 
barm@issed, made his way to his 
seat amid loud laughter and cheers. 
Assails Government. 
In his Junior Liberal Club talk 
Lloyd George challenged progres- 
sive men of all parties to rally 
round him and save Great Britain 
from what he declared would be 
four years of reactionary rule by 
the “Sham” National Government. 
“The National Government is a 
sham—a naked sham—or, if not a 
naked sham, it wears but the 
meanest of loincloths,” he declared. 
The-crowd jamming the Junior 
Liberal Club cheered lustily and 
there were cries of “Lead us! Lead 
us!” 
Lloyd George taunted and ex- 
coriated his party colleagues—Sir 
Herbert Samuel, Sir John Simon, 
Walter Runciman and Sir Donald 
MacLean, all Cabinet members— 
charging that they had betrayed 
the principles of free trade, eiec- 
toral reform and national recon- 
struction upon which the Liberal 
party platform was based when he 
was taken ill last summer. 
He made it clear that he in- 
tended to exert the utmost pressure 
on the MacDonald Government in- 
stead of allowing it to have a free 
hand such as it has hitherto en- 
joyed.

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THE ORIGIN OF KIBITZER. 

A kibitzer, aS evéryone knows, is a person who 
looks on at card games, and particularly a spectator 
who gives unasked advice to the players. It often 
takes the form of a gasp or groan when the wrong 
play is about. to be made. Kibitzer comes from the 
German word, Kibitz, meaning, of all things, peewit. 
Peewit is another name for lapwing, a marsh bird, 
however great the temptation might be to construe it 
as meaning “one of small brain power.” 
An enterprising writer for the Manchester Guardian 
undertook to unravel the mysterious connection be- 
tween the bird and the: word’s modern application. 
She thinks she found jt oh the Nile. A hunter was 
creeping toward a flock of pelicans busily feeding in 
a@ marsh. Suddenly a pair of peewits, “tumbling al! 
about in their characteristic mad flight, started 
screaming and pouncing down.” The pelicans and al] 
other fowl in the marsh thereupon took flight. In- 
quiry among European hunters showed that peewits 
are famous for their vigilance, and other birds trust 
them to give the alarm when danger approaches. The 
Greeks had a word for peewit, incidentally, meaning 
“good mother.”’ 

We will now dismiss the class in etymology, not 
without remarking, however, that once a kibitzer, 
always a peewit. 
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AN EXPENSIVE EXPERIENCE. 

Judge Hogan evidently intends to enter final judg- 
ment in the Lindell widening case, leaving the city 
the doubtful recourse of appeal to the Supreme Court 
of Missouri. Last Saturday the Board of Public 
‘Service, despairing of a satisfactory solution of this 
13-year-old problem, proposed repeal of the widening 
ordinance and construction of -an underpass as @ 
substitute. Since separation of grades at heavily- 
trafficked intersections will probably be necessary in 
the future, regardless of widened streets, it is unfor- 
tunate this plan was not adopted in the first place. 
As it is, entry of final judgment will make it neces 
sary for the city to go through with the widening, 
barring a Supreme Court reversal. 

Looking back upon the tangled history of this ef- 
fort to condemn property on two short blocks, for the 
purpose of eliminating a traffic bottle-neck, one les- 
son emerges clearly. It is that our present condem- 
nation system is fundamentally wrong. Our con- 
demnation commissions are appointéd by the Cir- 
cuit Judges, a different commission for each project. 
It is inevitable that these appointments frequently 
savor of politics and that men unfit for the work 
should be chosen. Four different commissions sat 
in the Lindell case, The first two, for various 
reasous, failed to reach a final report. The third was 
so obviously incompetent that lawyers for the city 
filed exceptions to all of the damage awards and most 
of the benefits and denounced the commission for 
doing “slipshod work.” The fourth commission’s re- 
port put the cost of the bottleneck elimination at 
$3,200,000 per mile, as against $1,400,000 per mile for 
widening Olive street.

Develop- 
ments in the Republican race for the nomination for 
Governor, now going full tilt, have been such as to 
make the former Governor’s nomination a possibility, 
and more. His chances lie in the multiplicity of can- 
didates. 

Altogether, there are eight men seeking the nomina- 
tion. The four outstanding candidates besides Mr. 
Small are: Attorney-General Oscar EB. Carlstrom, for- 
mer Attorney-General Edward J. Brundage, Omer N.

Should these four candidates split up the majority of 
the votes cast, Mr. Small might easily become 
the Republican nominee.

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RAILROADS AND THE’ SIX-HOUR DAY. 

One of the proposals submitted by the union men at 
the railway wage conference in Chicago two months 
ago was the six-hour day. This was dismissed.by the 
rail presidents with the brusque statement, “We find 
ourselves unable to accept your conclusion that the 
six-hour day is necessary.” However, the fight for 
bringing this important reform into being did not 
end there. President Hoover has just signed the joint 
resolution of Congress ordering the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission to make an inquiry into the sub- 
ject. The findings as to the effects of such curtailed 
hours on the railways and on employment will be 
awaited with the greatest interest by the general 
public as well as the workers themselves. 

Reduced to its simplest figures, the six-hour day 
would shorten by 25 per cent the working time of 
the 1,500,000 men now employed on the railroads, 
This would create a demand for 375,000 more work- 
ers, Or more than half of the estimated 700,000 rail- 
road men now out of employment. The six-hour day, 
or other shortening of working time, is inevitabie 
If the nation’s industries make a rational attack on 
‘the problem of unemployment as largely caused by in- 
creased machine efficiency. The commission's in- 
quiry should produce some valuable facts as to the 
railroads’ state of readiness for taking this step.

British Self-Confidence 


By Walter Li ppmann. 


LONDON, March 16 (by cable). 

O come to London today after visiting 

Tex Continent is to find oneself in a 
different mental world. The mood of 

the Continent, it has seemed to'me, was 
essentially fataliktic; men feel themselves 
in the grip of forces that are beyond their 
control. That does not mean that they 
despair. On the contrary, I was astonished 
to. find how generally the people in each 
country think they are weathering the 
storm rather better than their neighbors. 

But the mood of the Continent, whether it 
be gloomy or cheerful or resigned, is pas- 
sive. Public men 46 not expect to do more 
than ride out of the storm. But in Great 
Britain there.is a different feeling. These 
islanders have worked themselves up to a 
pitch of high confidence in their power to 
manage events. They are, I imagine, the 
only people in the capitalist world who ac- 
tually feel that they can make large plans 
and carry them out; that they are the mas- 
ters to some degree of their own destiny. 

In seeking explanations for this great 
psychological change in Great Britain, two 
main causes séem to stand out. The Brit- 
ish people feel that they took an exception- 
ally heroic course in the way they taxed 
themselves io balance their budget. The 
fact that their sacrifices have been followed 
by some) real improvement in trade has 
scemed to give the nation the*exhilaration 
which comes not only from doing a good 
deed but from being loudly applauded and 
well paid for it at the same time. 

_ — ~ 

Psychologically, it does not matter wheth- 
er the economic improvement is due in part 
to the fiscal heroism of the people and in 
large measure the depreciation of sterling, 
the continuing deflation of gold prices, the 
miraculous outpouring of the Indian gold 
hoards and the Chinese boycott of Japanese 
textiles. In the sequence of events, things 
took a decided turn for the better immedl- 
ately after the British people decided for 
orthodox financial righteousness. The ef- 
fect has been tc make them feel that their 
own courage is the cause of their own suc- 
cess. That is naturally immensely stimu- 
lating to their confidence. | 
_ The other great cause of hopefulness is 
that the British people are enchanted 
the untried possibilities of. protection. One 
of the great advantages of their change 
from free trade to protection has been that 
it was a radical changé; anyone is there- 
fore entitled to believe it is a change for 
the better. But it is not only the change 
which is exhilarating. There is also the 
feeling that at last Britain is armed to make 
herself felt in the economic war which is 
waging in the world. 
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My own impression is that Britain is not 
yet a really protectionist country. It will 
come to that later, when protection has cre- 
ated vested interests. Today Britain is a 
country which is really aiming at two things: 
at forcing other countries to lower their 
tariffs on a basis of reciprocity, and at cre- 
ating a sheltered market within the empire. 

I don’t suppose that the policy is as yet 
fully formulated. But it looks very much 
as if Britain might turn to the idea of 
establishing a tariff, say 10 per cent, for any 
nation agreeing not to make a higher tariff 
against British goods; less Yhan 10 per cent 
as an imperial preference for the dominions 
if they give equal advantages; and finally 
really tariffs on the American or French 
pattern for nations which do not agree to 
the reciprocal low ‘tariff standard. 

. s . 


This general scheme is not that of the 
Government, but it represents the point of 
view of what might fairly be called center 
opinién. It might prevail if the ultra- 
protectionists in the Tory party do not get 
out of hand. At any rate, whether or not 
the general scheme [I havo sketched is 
adopted as British ~olicy, of this much we 
may be sure: It is now the intention of the 
British people to use their economic power 
as they have not used it for a century. 
They are exhilarated at the prospect. They 
greatly enjoy the idea of making protec- 
tionist countries realize what tariffs feel 
like to the outsider. They like the new 
power they exercise in Europe. And s0 
they feel quite sure of themselves. 

Their internal confidence is reflected 
back to them from the Continent. Not only 
is there a return of funds into sterling and 
@ general Sullishness about Britain, but also 
there {is unmistakable evidence of an

strength among institutions . be- 
tween the Rockies and Alleghanies, 
yesterday adopted aé_ée resolution 
frowning on the practice of send- 
ing college coaches out on speaking 
tours in neighboring high schools, 
and again resolved against recruit- 
ing and subsidizing athletes. It 
went further in recommending a 
campaign of education against 
such practices. 

Five Schools Dropped. 

Five schools were removed from 
the North Central's accredited list 
for reasons including unacceptable 
faculty standings, failure to meet 
financial requirements or undesira- 
ble athletic conditions. Those 
dropped were: West Virginia Wes- 
leyan, Buckhannon, W. Va.; Oua- 
chita College, Arkadelphia, Ark.; 
College of Emporia, Emporia, Kah.; 
Penn College, Oskaloosa, Ia., and 
New Mexico Normal University, Las

President Walter Dill Scott of 
Northwestern, last year refused to 
admit the right of the North Cen- 
tral to investigate the school’s ath- 
letic situation, holding that only 
the intercollegiate conference (Big 
Ten) of which ‘Northwestern is a 
member, had the right to conduct 
ain investigation. 

Eleven high schvgls, the names 
of which were not revealed, also 
were suspended. 

The Board of Review did not 
censure St. Louis University for its 
athletic methods, according to Dr. 
George A. Works, chairman of the 
committee in charge of athletics, 
St. Louis University has been ap- 
proved with the understanding that 
there is to be a re-examination next 
year, “The order for re re-exam- 
ination next year,” said Dr. Works,
